Eaton 
und the company are being sabjected 
for their alleged failure to furnish a 
suitable bond to the council, Mr. Har- 
per has subinitted to the Bulletin the 
following letter setting out the grounds 
taken by the American Surety Co., of 
New York, whose bond was submit- 
ted. The letter is addressed to the 
mayor and eouncil of Edmonton and 
reads as follows :- 

“We are advised by our Toronto of- 
fice that they have taken steps to as- 
sure you that ‘Mr, Eaton and the In- 
ternational Heating and Lighting 
company have acted in perfect good 
faith in their desire to meet your re- 
quirements in connection with a bond 
to guarantee the faithful performance 
of the terms ef a certain contract with 
your city, 

“In order that there may be no 
misunderstanding we wish to state to 
you. the position of Mr, Eaton and his 
associates in this matter. As soon as 
they were notified, we believe, that 
the first bond tendered your city was 
not satisfactory they at once took 
steps to seeure a bond which would in 
every way meet with your approval. 
In order to avoid all delays, and to 
consummate the delivery of the bond 
at the earliest possible moment, they 
did not tollow the usual course pur- 
sued in the securing of a bond, where- 
by an application is submitted to our 
board, and goes through the regular 
routine, but they forthwith deposited 
with us $10,000 in cash, instructing 
us to use every dispatch in an effort to 
satisfy your council by December 3lst, 
1908. They placed no restrictions up- 
on us, except to issue a bond in any 
form required by the city solicitor of 
Edmonton, Our agents at Edmonton, 
E. C. Dobell & Coe., did not have the 
authority to execute this bond, but 
we at once advised our agents by wire 
that our Toronto office had this auth- 
ority and that the Toronto agent would 
execute the bond upon receipt of a 
form supplied by your city. This in- 
formation was et once conveyed to the 
proper authorities by our Mr. Dobell, 
and we therefore obligated ourselves to 
you to deliver the bond on the 3lst of 
December. 

“We make this statement that 
there may be absolutely no doubt that 
Mr. Eaton and the International Heat- 
ing and Lighting Co., on December 
Sist, fully complied with the condi- 
tions demanded by you.
